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Paths to Leadership 


Y AST YEAR'S ANNUAL REPORT observed that our 

state of training could be improved. Two 

important steps have since been taken — the launching of 

the Keynotes Operation to bring jobmastery back into its 

own, and the opening of Dor Knap in the Cotswolds, our 

centre for leadership training. This therefore may be a good 

time to clear our minds about the nature of leadership in 
Toc H at all levels. 


The story springs to mind of the father filling in a question- 
naire concerning his little girl who was about to join a new 
school. One question was “Is your daughter a leader?", to 
which, after some thought, he replied, *No, but I reckon she's 
a pretty good follower”. Thank God for the pretty good 
followers! They are the staple of Branch life and work. Not 
everyone can be a leader; the world would be bedlam if 
so. The good followers are every bit as precious as the good 
leaders; without them the leaders would be useless. Taking 
the humbler part is a right Christian ambition; leadership is 
something more to be forced upon one by others than to be 
sought after oneself. 


It is a pity, but inevitable, that we have so much about the 
history of great leaders, so little about their equally great 
followers who turned genius to practical account. How would 
St Paul have fared without his devoted henchmen? Would we 
know Johnson but for Boswell? In our own time we know 
that Winston Churchill would have been far less successful 
without a team of loyal men who were content to work behind 
the scenes. sorting and sifting his ideas. 


Men are not divided unalterably into two separate cate- 
gories of leaders and followers. There are of course some who 
seem to have the natural gift of leadership in them, but they 
will find communication difficult if they have not proved by 
good apprenticeship that they can be good at following too. 
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llowers do not automatically make good leaders 
nd study and conscientious training can take them 
; and bring unsuspected qualities to ПОШ 
ch future for the Branch which elects а mae 
ecause it’s his turn i be chairman: it takes 

silvery hair and a venerable countenance to make 
с fhe man who is good at doing jobs js idi 
necessarily the best man for Jobmaster. The untrained 
tallewer, thrown into leadership. will soon reveal his 
unpreparedness. Either he will tail off unhappily, railing at 
the lack of support from his fellow members, or he will cry for 
some of the higher-ups to "give a lead". 


In contrast, the competent leader, with the root of the 
matter in him. would be little deterred from his onward march 
whatever was happening or was not happening elsewhere in 
Toc H. He would press on because he would be trained to 
think things out for himself. not living on ап experience that 
was borrowed from someone else. Toc H is strong stuff or it 
is not Toc H at all. Therefore it must have the kind of leaders 
at local level who can lift ordinary men out of the deadly 
ordinariness of daily living and inspire them to extraordinary 
levels of thought and action. 


At Dor Knap, and during the Keynotes Operation, we 
shall be training our younger potential leaders to think things 
out for themselves. Branches should be doing that all the 
time anyway, and they will do it better if they are clear about 
the nature of God's gifts of ‘followership’ and leadership. Those 
who are summoned to leadership should ask themselves 
whether they can go on giving a lead in a Movement founded 
upon God unless they are able at the same time to learn to 
seek God's will in all they attempt. No roots — no fruits. 


Recently a party of young London Marksmen went out and 
redecorated the rooms of some elderly invalid women. After 
persistent questions— "What is Toc Н?”, “Who аге you?”. one 
of the young men. not yet a member, volunteered the defini- 
tion "We think of other people". Not out of the book. but out 
of his head, out of his own experience, he came closer to the 
inner meaning of Toc H than some who have been in it half a 
lifetime. It is somewhere there that leadership begins.

The Family at Home 


УГ HE HIGHLIGHTS of 1959 are not hard to see. The 

J] final decision to move Headquarters to Tower 
Hill, the opening of Dor Knap. the Keynotes Operation and 
the sudden appearance of young men on the staff, are all 
matters of far-reaching consequence. So too has been the new 
thinking in Toc H in Africa. None of these things has come 
about by chance: they have been worked for, prayed for, by 
all sorts of men who have taken their responsibilities of 
leadership seriously. 


The Branches.—The number of Branches at the end of 
1959 was 956 compared with 967 the year before. The number 
of groups was 49. compared with 58. 


The Membership.— The number of registered members at 
the end of 1959 was 15.582 — 449 less than the previous year. 
The number of new members registered was 1.095 compared 
with 1,171 the previous year. The net decrease in membership 
seems chiefly due to death and to a decline of purpose amongst 
older members. At the other end the enthusiasm and under- 
standing amongst our younger men is noticeably improving. 
and this should continue as better training methods make their 
effect. 


Keynotes for 1959/60.— The Keynotes Operation has had a 
good beginning. The object was to rcverse the post-war trend 
of talk rather than action, to put imaginative jobmasterysback 
at the heart of Branch life, alongside 
the Lamp. To borrow from Goethe 
“The highest cannot be spoken; it 
can only be acted”. Some parts of 
the country have appeared more 
ready than others, but everywhere 
the word “Keynotes” is gaining currency, which is a sure sign 
that the main intention is being achieved. Already there are 
many Branches which have been completely rejuvenated 
through being caught up in one or other of the Keynote Projects. 


The six Keynote Conferences held in 1959 were attended by 
279 members, representative of 166 Branches. А further six 
Conferences are planned for 1960 and it is quite possible that 
Keynote activities of one sort or another may be organised on 
into 1961 as well. 
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Clubs at Easter: helping with local Toc H work generally, 


A Schools" party! working at Dor Knap 
Boys from Bryanston and other schools were some of the first 
to go to Dor Knap and did a mighty job there. A party from 
St Paul’s put in a week at helping to convert a disused 
Cornish Vicarage into a retreat and holiday centre. We ask 
Branches everywhere not to neglect opportunities of sharing 
their jobs with local schools, and to Jet us know of any worth- 
while local projects which could be included in our list for 
schools’ working parties during the holidays. The number of 
parcels sent by boys in affiliated schools to individual home- 
less boys in Borstal Institutions last Christmas reached a 
record total of well over 300. 

Besides his duties as Schools Secretary. Lt.-Col. W. R. 
ELLIOT served throughout the year on the committee of 
Voluntary Service Overseas and has helped particularly on 
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their Selection Panel. Already 62 volunteers from schools all 
over the country have been sent to 18 different countries 
within the Commonwealth to work for a year voluntarily. 
with only their expenses paid, They have done valuable work 
and gained valuable experience. being attached to Schools, 
Government Youth Projects, and Missions in underdeveloped 
territories. The number is likely to be larger in 1960. 


In а Mark Lounge 


The Marks.— This has been a hard year for the Marks, 
though the mixture of men resident is as good as ever. Out 
of 473 beds available the average number occupied was 442. 
and once again the weak spots were one or two of the pro- 
vincial houses. 

'There are welcome instances of close links between Marks 
and their Areas. By understanding the true purpose of Mark 
life, Areas can do much to keep Marks outward-looking in 
their service and interests. 

We are gradually catching up on the general programme of 
redecorations and renewals, though a vast amount remains to 
be done. We thank Marksmen in many places for the splendid 
"do it yourself" jobs of redecoration they have undertaken 
during the year and for some good work in the gardens.

Mark IV, Manchester.—Toc H in Manchester Area has 
made a good start in its attempt to make a substantial contri- 
bution towards the cost of £5,500 for major repairs and 
improvements. 

Gladstone House, Liverpool.—The cost of restoration and 
improvements here amounted to some £8,300. The local 
committee of Toc H members and friends. generously 
supported by Liverpool Rotary, has already raised £3,000 
towards this and they all deserve our warmest thanks. 


No report on the Marks would be complete without a 
heartfelt tribute to our Housekeepers and our Honorary 
Wardens who strive to keep our costs down and standards up. 


The Move of Headquarters to Tower Hill.—The hard 
endeavour of many years seems. by God’s grace, to be 
coming near to fulfilment. 47 Francis Street has been sold at 
a good price. and we hope soon to conclude a satisfactory 
lease of the lower part of our new headquarters at 15 Trinity 
Square. The actual move from Francis Street to Tower Hill 
may be expected round about June, 1960. 


Whilst we look forward to a new chapter in a new head- 
quarters we thank God for what ‘Forty-Seven’ has meant to 
the world-wide Toc H family ever since 1926 and for the men 
who made its reputation. 


Very appropriately the end of 1959 saw the announcement 
of the London County Council plans for the development of 
the Tower Hill precinct as an area of outstanding national 
historical importance. Whilst some details of the scheme 
might be argued about, the scheme as a whole is a tribute to 
the pioneering work of ‘Tubby’, the late Lord Wakefield. and 
the Tower Hill Improvement Trust.

The Stafi.—The year was noteworthy for the addition to 
the home staff of two young men, ALAN Нил, Marks Pilot 
(formerly of Gladstone House, Liverpool) and RAY FABES 
(formerly of Maidenhead Branch), and the temporary attach- 
ment of PETER OnronD (South Africa) for work in Wales. It is 
a healthy sign, long awaited, that young members with an 
authentic Toc H experience are now offering themselves for 
full-time work. 

Jonn Марроск (Yorkshire), having passed retirement age, 
left the staff in November. We thank him for all he has done 
for us since joining the staff in 1935. GEORGE LEE returned to 
the home staff (Lincolnshire) after his three years on the 
Australian staff. After seven years as General Members' Hon. 
Secretary, Wing-Commander GEORGE PRIGMORE has been 
obliged to resign on account of ill-health. 

The general shortage of clergy has added to our problem 
of finding sufficient padres for the staff, full-time or part-time. 
We know of a number of fine young clergy of all denomina- 
tions. who believe profoundly in the things for which Toc H 
stands, but who cannot see their way to withdrawing from 
parochial work in the Church's time of shortage. И is a real 
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ications.— The new illustrated explanatory booklet. 
у iis Comes True, by JOHN DURHAM, has been 
welcomed both at home and overseas. After a long time out 
of print. А Pocketful of Prayers for use in Toc H has 
reappeared in a revised edition. The booklet. Toc H Defined 
has been reprinted and so has The Royal Charter. Christmas 
cards were again in good demand and despite the printing 
trade dispute our publishers were able to get the Toc Н 
Diaries for 1960 out on time. 

Many have praised the booklet Theme for the Birthday Vigil. 
Though designed for one special Occasion its use and its 
influence will last for a long time to come. 

There has always been a dearth of photographs illustrating 
various aspects of the Movement and a photographic compe- 
tition announced in the December JOURNAL is hoped to yield 
many good pictures. 

The long-awaited Toc H film has at last reached the final 
stages, with a commentary spoken by BARCLAY BARON and the 
addition of sound effects. И is now in the processor's hands 
and the date for its 'release' cannot be far away. 
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Builders and Donors.—Once again more than 30 рег cent 
of our income has come from Builders and donors and with- 
out their steadfast support and confidence throughout the 
years Toc H would not have travelled as far as it has. The 
Builders’ total is 6,308, which is 368 more than last year's 
highest-ever, and produced £11,434, an increase of £600, Many 
of the donors to BBC appeals have responded generously to 
follow-up letters from Sir WILLIAM HAMILTON FYFE and 
BARCLAY BARON. 

It is still necessary to draw attention to the unevenness in 
the recruitment of Builders. Of the new Builders 82 per cent 
were recruited by SYDNEY SwAIN and Miss JEAN PERRY. by 
far the greater proportion being from former Toc H members. 
Compared with this remarkable achievement all our 
| Branches together recruited only 174 Builders of whom barely

40 were ex-members. Many of our members have to retire 
from active membership for good reasons which imply no 
abatement of love for Toc H. А new Builder's enrolment form 
for ex-members is now available and we hope that Branches 
will use it boldly. 


Our good friends of the Stock Exchange Dramatic and 
Operatic Society continue to offer us the benefit of their enjoy- 
able productions at the Scala Theatre. The February 1959 
performance of Kiss Me Kate produced £506. which, added 
to the proceeds from their February 1960 presentation of 
Grab Me а Gondola, will pay the cost of a room in the new 
Mark III. Hackney. 


We thank our Builders. donors, the Development Appeal 
team. Alexandra Rose Day Committee and all those Branches 
who have helped to maintain so successfully and imagina- 
tively our appeals outside the membership. 


“Dor Knap”.—Thanks to Lord Dur vERTON, Тос H at long 
last has its own training centre. Dor Knap is a lovely Cotswold 
house on the side of Broadway Hill with a wonderful view 
over to the west. £3,000 from the legacy of the late Wilfrid 
Wills and £1,000 from an anonymous member have been spent 
in adapting it to our needs and we have received many generous 
gifts in kind towards the equipment.

unflagging energy. Besides his frequent tours of the home 
Areas he also revisited his friends in America in connection 
with the Winant Volunteers. Last summer a party of fifty-five 
voung Winants came to work in London, whilst for the first 
time a group of five young English men and women, crossed 
the Atlantic to do the same kind of work in down-town parts 
of New York, This experience proved a great success and we 
hope that parties of these young folk. henceforth to be known 
as "Clayton Volunteers". will go each year from now on. 
‘Tubby's’ visit to B.A.O.R. in the Spring made a great 
impression on all ranks and was a welcome encouragement 
to the staff of our Toc H clubs out there. 


Joint Branches.—The Joint Branches of Toc H men and 
women gain in experience, and they now number 13, which 
is 7 up on last year. There are now four Joint District Teams 
operating effectively. The first Joint Branch in Australia has 
been established at Kalamunda, Western Australia. 


The Elder Brethren.—A mong the Toc H leaders who died 
during the year were Padre ARTHUR HOWARD, a well-loved 
former staff Padre; Sir GILES SQUIRE. а member of the Over- 
seas Advisory Panel and formerly a member of the Central 
Executive; PERCE PASSMORE, Hon. Area Secretary in South 
Australia for many years; FRANK COLEMAN-CROSS, who did 
Toc H work for the Forces in Cyprus and the Middle East for 
15 years: BILL ATKINS, first Warden of Dor Knap, and the 
Eart or HALIFAX. Lord Halifax joined Toc H as a Branch 
member in 1929 when Viceroy of India and became one of 
our Presidents in 1937. the year when, as many wil! remember, 


he lit the Lamps of 90 new Branches at the Birthday Festival 
in York. 
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The Vigil—On December 11 and 12 there was kept another 
twenty-four hour Vigil of prayer for Toc H and for the world. 
Reports show that while many Branches took only their brief 
part in the usual World Chain of Light. the Vigil was widely 
observed at home and abroad, with good co-operation 
between members of Toc H and the Women’s Association. 


The Bordon Company.—This unknown company of mem- 
bers and friends who uphold Toc H daily with their prayers 
and seek to strengthen their own spiritual roots may not yet 
be large bul it is very strong. Without much advertisement 
the numbers are now approaching the two hundred mark and 
the significant point is that hardly anvone has dropped out. 
We bclieve that the time has come to make the opportunity 
of taking part more widely known. 


The Old House, Poperinge.—All beds and mattresses have 
been replaced without cost to central funds. thanks to the 
elTorts of some of the Friends of Talbot House, who now 
number over 200. This has made it easier for the Central 
Finance Committee to 
authorise the re-tiling of 
the back roof and all the 
exterior painting. As 
money becomes available 
the repainting of the in- 
terior continues. The Old 
House Committee has suc- 
ceeded admirably in pre- 
serving the essential cha- 
racter of the House and at 
the same time in meeting 
the needs of a new genera- 
tion of men and women. 


Throughout the summer

At that meeting the Council reaffirmed that Toc H is 
open to men of all races and. bearing 1n mind the lack of social 
contact between the races. proposed that the normal entry 
into membership of Toc H for non-Europeans should be 
through inter-racial Toc H Clubs of the type recently set up 
by the Rhodes Branch. For many years the burden of admin- 
istration has been loyally borne by a staunch team of honorary 
officers in. Bulawayo. By Council decision Salisbury is to 
become the new administrative centre and we wish the new 
team of honorary leaders well as they set out to maintain the 
present good progress. 


Uganda.—With CHARLES Potts as Honorary Commis- 
sioner and PincATE MULUMBA-MUSOKE in his third year as 
Field Assistant. Toc H in Uganda has successfully weathered 
a difficult period and appears once more to be forging ahead.

The Services 


B.A.O.R.—By far our greatest anxiety this year has been 
the uncertainty about the War Office policy of grant-in-aid of 
deficit sustained by voluntary bodies working for our Forces 
in Germany. For some time it seemed that the imminent 
exhaustion of our Services Fund would compel Toc H to give 
notice of withdrawal from Germany. When eventually it be- 
came known that the grant-in-aid for the year 1958/59 would 
be of the order of 95 per cent. 
(finally working out at 92:8 
per cent.) we felt that we could 
at least see our way to carry- 
ing on until the end of 1960. 
Our staff in Germany were as 
relieved to hear this news as 
we were to send it. Our pre- 
sent feeling therefore is so far 
so good. but we think it reas- 
onable to hope that the War 
Office will see clear to grap- 
pling with our financial prob- 
lems in advance and not in 
retrospect, and find some im- 
provement on the present 
System whereby. no matter 
how well we may try. we 
still end up with the certainty 
of an awkward deficit. 
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Вов PRESTON and his stall in В.А.О.К. have done a fine job. 
The Clubs have reduced their deficits and at the same time. if 
anything. raised their standards.

The basic problems of this present age are not vastly difler- 
ent from those confronting the early Church. "Мо wonder if 
the Christians made an impression out of all proportion to their 
numbers. Conviction in the midst of waverers, fiery energy in 
a world of disillusion, purity in an age of easy morals. firm 
brotherhood in a loose society. heroic courage in time of 
persecution, formed a problem which could not be set aside, 
however polite society might affect to ignore it". So wrote 
Professor Gwatkin. Conviction—energy-—purity—brother- 
hood— courage. are all qualities which give power to Branch 
life and make membership an honour. Leading each other and 
all of us led by God. may Toc H play a part out of all propor- 
tion to its numbers in leading mankind away from the dark- 
ness and towards the Light.

On t " Occasion the 
obvious need to increase salaries weighed heavi y in the minds 
of the Central Finance Committee who made this difficult 
decision at a time when resources were not too plentiful. The 
Committee was satisfied that an increase could no longer be 
delayed without causing undue hardship. 


The Marks’ deficit is disappointing in view of the substantial 
surplus earned in the previous year. However the cost of 
repairs charged against Marks’ income has gone up by £1,500 
in £10,000 for the year and it will be seen that income from 
Hostellers dropped by £1,338 due to fewer Marksmen being 
resident during the year. The Properties Committee has em- 
barked upon a scheme of modernisation and renovation which 
will have 10 be met largely out of special appeals. The first 
two Marks to be tackled were Mark IV, Manchester, and 
Gladstone House, Liverpool. where local appeals are well 
under way and will be reported more fully next year. 

The Old House needed re-roofing and painting and it was 
necessary to make an additional grant to cover the cost of this 
work, 


Dor Knap made a start in 1959 and the net running cost of 
£465 has been met out of the Toc H Development Appeal 
income, The capital cost of repair and equipment of this 
Centre has been found ош of a legacy of £4,000 which had 
been held for some years towards the cost of a new Mark in 
Bristol, and a further anonymous donation of £1,000 from a 
Member. This is money well spent on a project which already 
has proved its worth to Toc H. 


Many other transactions have taken place during the year 
which cannot be reported in full here for lack of space. А bare 
mention must be made of the varied negotiations arising out 
of the decision to move Toc H Headquarters to Tower Hill, 
the sale of Francis Street, successfully completed. the letting 
of the Wendover property, development pending at Mark V. 
Southampton, the re-building of Talbot House Seafaring Boys' 
Club, Southampton, the establishment of Dor Knap and of a 
Centre in Bristol, the Mark renovation scheme and financial

problems in our Services’ work: these and many other problems 
have occupied the minds and the time of your Central Com- 
mittees. Some of them will be fully reported elsewhere. Let it 
suffice to say here that only a lively and vigorous movement 
could throw up so many and varied problems in one year. 


In all our thinking about our finances we have to consider 
five major aspects. 


FIRST AND FOREMOST comes our own responsibility as Mem- 
bers. We have assessed our contribution to the Family Purse 
through the Central Council at an overall target which would 
average about a shilling a week per member. In addition to this 
we meet our own share of Branch expenses and local work. 


Our own response to the needs of the Family Purse varies 
enormously from Branch to Branch; every Area has its mixture 
of Branches making contributions far in excess of the average 
and others coming nowhere near the target. In a movement 
which is constantly renewing its Membership, and where 
giving is entirely a voluntary matter, such variations are to be 
expected. 


We are delighted and encouraged to see that two Areas have 
reached the overall target and others are within striking dis- 
tance. Itisalso most significant that 173 Branches have already 
reached and for the most part well exceeded the target, and 
that many more are well on the way. "This is both a challenge 
to all those Branches who do not seem to have made their own 
effort yet and clear proof that the target is well within our scope. 
Branch Treasurers are keymen in this important side of the 
Family's life; they can do much to improve their own Branch 
results by a simple system of regular collection of Members' 
subscriptions. 


THE SECOND THOUGHT to bear in mind is that there are over 
6,000 men and women of goodwill who already support our 
work out of conviction that it is worth while and that there 
are many thousands more who would do so given the chance. 
Toc H Builders are of major importance in our work and we 
must take every opportunity to win new friends. 


THE THIRD POINT is that there are certain kinds of work for 
which we can reasonably seek the support of industry, com- 
merce and other fields; for example the Marks' renovation pro- 
gramme, and the cost of special work which Branches might 
undertake with help from Central Funds. We are still indebted 
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as much as ever to the Toc H Development Appeal Team 


who specialise in this field. 

THE FOURTH is that we must make the best of our income 
earning assets. This is very much in hand and once again we 
are able to report a substantial increase in annual income from 
investments and this year. for the first time. to show that their 
market value exceeds their cost by over £23.000. 

THE FIFTH POINT is the need to control our expenditure so 
that we make the best of every pound we spend. This does not 
mean that we should beat a retreat every time costs exceed 
income. nor that we should "cut our coat according to our 
cloth". Men's minds are too much conditioned by economic 
pressures; important though these be, they are too often, and 
oucht never to be, the final word in the affairs of men. Toc H 
is not a commercial organisation mainly concerned with money 
as an end product: our end product is a fellowship charged, 
under God. to build His Kingdom in the wills of men. starting 
with ourselves. It would be a denial of our faith in God for us 
to be constantly trying to match His work to our resources. 
Rather must we be about His business, not secking certainty 
and security at every step. not even seeking to chart the whole 
of our course, but confident that. pressing forward in faith, the 
way will be made clear and the help we need be forthcoming.
